Sueh safig^froid al* 
teratioos are generally for the worae^.except what mnj 
simply relate to literary corrections. 

Many things in this selection would have been exc1.oded« 
or at least mach altered, had it been any part of out object 
to fSQit the taste of the learned world, or even the reputed- 
ly pious citizens of the old heaven who are soavene to off- 
ering any praise, honor or devotionalre^pect to any otber 
than a mere doctrtnal and far-distant Deity; bet we have 
Dot so learned Christ. The gospels has taught- us that 
whatsoever we do unto the least of his disciples, we do it 
unto him; therefore seeing Believers are taught to love» 
serve, and fear God in each other, according to the rela- 
tion in which ihey mutually stand, it need not seem strange 
that their songs of praise, honor and thanksgiving for the 
gospel, should t>e formed accordingly.

lilBETY !— • "Brethren, ye have been called unto liberty, only use n« 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh; but by love serve one another.^^ PAUL 

It is a great mistake, for any to suppose that they are 
contending for sacred liberty^ when, in reality they are 
itriving for their own will?. This some have done, even 
to the striving against the gift of God in their Elders, 
Instance the reply ofZimri to Moses, when he warned 
them against the intrigues of the Midianite women* 
M )ses very meekly observed, "that it was fit that they 
ihouid think that tobetiue fortitude which offers not 
violence to their laws, but that which resists their lusts." 

"But Zimri arose up after him and said, " Yes, indeed, 
Moses, thou art at liberty to make use of such laws as 
thou art so fond of; and hast by accustoming thyself to 
them, made thtm firm. Otherwise, if things had not 
been thus, thou hadst often been punished before now, 
and hadst known that the Hebrews are not easily put 
upon. But thou shalt not have me one of thy followers in 
thy tyrannical commands; for thou dost nothing else 
hitherto but, under pretence of laws and of God, wick- 
edly impose on us slavery, and gain dominion to thyself; 
while thou deprivest us of the sweetness of life which 
consists in acting according to our own wills, and is the 
right of freemen & of those that have ijo lord over them* 
Nay, indeed, this man is harder upon the Hebrews than 
were the Egyptians themselves; as pretending to punish 
ac'cording to his laws every one's acting what is most 
agreeable to himself. But thou thyself better dcservest 
to suffer punishment who presumest to abolish what eve- 
ry one 'acknowledges to be good for him: and aimest to 
make thy single opinion to have more force than that 
of all the rest: and what I now do and think to be right, 
1 shall not hereafter deuy. to be .according to my owm 
sentiments I have married, as thou sayst' rightly, a 
s (range wbman; arid iho'ii hearest what 1 do from myself 
a- from one that i^ firee.'for truly J did not intend to con* 
ceaJ niyself. 1 also own tt!at I sa'crince.to those gods t« 
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whom you do not think it fit to sacrifice, and I ihinkf 
light to come at truth hy inquiring of many people, and 
not like one that lives under tyranny, to suffer the whole 
hope of my life to depend on one man. Nor shall any 
one find cause to rejoice who declares himself to have 
more authority over my actions than myself." Jospphus* 

From this ancient record, we plainly see, that the lan- 
guage of a reprobate spirit is the same in all ages of the 
world; — Opposition to government ! under the plausible 
plea of liberty in search after truth: which (devil-like) 
they can never find* — The following just remarks are 
found in the well-known Citcular ofiS^. 

*'Itis the duty of Believers to respect liberty of con- 
science in all: — The law of Christ can never bind the 
conscience of any sOul: but if any Believer, under a plea 
of conscience, be inclined to swerve from that path of 
gospel-order and rectitude which was pointed out by the 
Son of God, and clearly opened by Mother Ann, and 
now clearly marked out by the unerring principles of her 
gospel, he ought first to examine himself, honestly, and 
see from whence this conscientious difference of faith & 
feeling arises, whether it really came through faithful 
obedience to the genuine principles of the gospel, and 
in consequence of honestly taking up a full cross against 
all sm and every kind of evil. 

When this examination is truly and sincerely made, 
■and the professed Believer still pleads a conscientious 
difference of faith, and really believes he canbe juitifi- 
ed before God in violating those important principles, 
w^hich we feel bound to keep uncorrupteB and unmarred 
it then becomes his duty to withdraw, peaceably, from 
the society, and gather his union with a more righteouB 
and godly people if he can find them ; and he will there- 
by manifest to the world the purity of his motives, and 
the honesty and sincerity of his religion. 

To us it is certain, that in Christ there is but one Lord 
t>ne faith and one baptism — one body and one bread: 
therefore, if Christ has appeared the second time, to ga- 
ther all souls into one, there can be but one faith, one
